They are biougut trou a park, higher u]
the pay, where, ¡is I have said, they grow ou posts au<
tbe branches of the mangrove tree, which bang dowi
luto the mater. We also saw a large quantity of flu«
mackerel, a good many turtle and porpoise», aud a few
liuuiinei-in ,«<ii d sharks. The latter are very curiou
cieatlire», not unlike an ordinary shark, but with a re
markante hammer-shaped projection ou either side 0
their nose« for which it is difficult to imagine a use.

The visit to Tahiti, after traversing a long and

All the members of tne Boyal family at present li
Tahiti lunl been invited to meet u», and arrived In due
course. Including the heir-apparent aud his brothci and
aistcr. All tbe guests were dressed In the native cos¬
tume, with wreaths on their bends and necks, and even
the servants.including our own, whom I hardly reeog-
Ui-ed.were similarly decorated. Wreaths bad also
been prepared lor us. three of fragrant yellow flowcis
tor Mabel 1«-, Muriel, aud myself, sud others of a differ¬
ent kind for the gentlemen.
When Hi«- feast was ready the Prince offered me his

arm, and we all walked lu a procession to a grove ol bu¬
nausa in tbe garden througn two lints of unlive ser¬
vant««, who, ut a given signal, saluted us with three
liearty Kiifc-lisu chccis. We then continued our walk till
we arrived at a house, built iu the native style, by the
aide of a iK'kv .-in am, like a fckiotcb bum. Tue uprights
Of the lioin-e were banana tries, tiai.siiiauU'il witu their

s on. so as to sii.ui»-tin roof, which was formed of

Í»tailed eocoa-nut paiiu-'.iavcs, each about tifteen teel
oiig, laid Uiiusveii-cl*, across bamboo rafUrs. From
these llxbt green supports aud the dark green roof de¬
pended the yellow and brown leaves of the tlicte,
into graceful garlands and elegant festoons, ihe Hour
was co* «red with the flneet mats, with black and white
herders, aud the centre strewn with gin n plantain-
I«-» «es, to form the tablecloth, on wiiich we:e laid bas¬
kets snd dishes, made ot leaves sewed together, aud con¬
taining all soil« of uative delicacies. There were ovsters,
lobsters, wurir.il, anti traytlsi-, slewed chicken, boiled
aurkiug-plg, plantains, bread-fruit, melons, bananas,
oranges, aud strawberries. Before eai h guest was place«!
a halt i«e.»aiiut full of salt water, another full of «-Hopped
«cocoanut, a third full of freslrwater. and another lull of
milk, two pieces of bamboo, a batkt*. of pot, half a
bresd-truit, and a platter ot green leaves, the latter be¬
log changed with each course. We took our .«eats on
the ground rouud the green f-ible. An address was Arn
delivered la tbe native language, gr_ce was then said,
and we commenced. Tbe first operation was to mix the
.salt water and the chopped covoauui together, so as to
make an appetizing sauce, Into which we were supposed
to dip each morsel we ate, the empty salt-water bowl
being filled up with fresh water with which to sash our
fliigers acd lips. We were all tolerably successful In the
use of our fingers as substitutes for knives aud lurks,
«though we could not manage tho performance q
gracefully as those more accustomed to It. 1
.Irawbaci, as far as the dinner itself was concerned, was
that It lud «to be «eaten amid such a scene ot novm.. ami

Brot Barte, but Bret Harte decanted, If not diluted.
They might have been charming, these labored frag¬
ments, If we had not already enjo. ed so many specimens
in the same kind of finer quality. They are mostly made
up of reminiscences of the primitive California life, ex¬

amples of human nature in the rough, and droll exagge-
rations of a social state which hardly survives in the
most tenacious memory. Touches there certainly are of
the erratic author In his liest estate, and though they
have not tbe peculiar flavor which has won for him such
a host of admirers, they are at an immense remove from
tbe flatness aud vapidity which ore so oftea found In
the current story-telling.

THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. July.
The number opens with a papei on " Tlie

Place of Conscience in Evolution," by the Kev. T. W.
Fowle. offering a reply to the objection that evolution.
In which the writer is a firm lie!iever, can give no »alls-
factory account of the origin of morality and the genesis
of conscience. Borne religious thinkers have gone so for
as to assert that the idea of duty as of divine obligation
must perish. If tho nature aud growth of conscience
could be explained, as part of the evolution ol the race,

by natural causation. The writer attacks the

«lucstion by laying down a simple definition
of conscience as the power which tlie mind
po-'-essee of discerning rlghtness. Just as we discern
something called beautiful which we must admire, or

something called pleasurable whioh wo must seek, so do
we perçoive something right which we must do. Can
then evolution help us to perceive how tho Idea of
absolute rlghtness came into tbe world t Mr. Fowle
explains this by a vigorous analysis of the conditions of
the primeval man, according to the theory of evolution,
showing the germ of consclcnoe in tb« orglnal struggle
for existence, In which the thinking person perceives
that he has a right to bis own existence, and that bis
surroundings should be such as to mako life «possible
to him at once, and In due timo useful and enjoyable.
Such were tbe first though to of the first conscience, the
first expression of the conviction that there was a

rlghtness In the world. From this proliflo germ,
tbe writer argues, has grown the vast fabrlo of human
morality, together with the delicate machinery of tbe
individual conscience, as It Is manifested in civilized so¬

ciety. Morality consists in transferring to other beings
like ourselves those rights which we feel that we our¬

selves p-oesess, in learning that what Is due from them to
us Is also due to them from us, In adjusting the rights of
Individuals within tbe limits of one sooietv, and finally,
in forming to ourselves notions of abstract right by
the methods of philosophical imjuiry. The arguments
of the writer will doubtless full to produce conviction in

the minds of the ethical student« who adhere to a dif¬
ferent philosophical school from bis own, but every
one must be impressed with tbe oeuteuess of his
reasonings and tho Ingenuity of his illustrations. "Tho
History of the International Association," by Ocorge
Howelltso seasonable and instructive article, relating
the practical workings of that Institution from Its estab¬
lishment In 18«3_ to is demise in 1871.
